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THE UNIVERSITY. 



THE PAST. 




jT was one of the hopes of George Washington, from 
the founding of the capital in this city, that 
Congress might see fit to establish here a great 
national university. Jefferson and Madison in turn 
expressed the same hope. But Congress, doubting of 
its authority under the Constitution to conduct a 
university, failed to take action. 

In 1819 the Rev, Luther Rice, a companion of Adoniram 
Judson in Burmah, touring America for missionary volunteers, 
was so impressed by the lack of education in the ministry and 
by the wonderful opportunity at the national capital for a great 
university, that he determined to secure those advantages for 
the Baptist demonination, and at once set about to procure 
funds to that end. He solicited contributions of one dollar and 
upwards from all classes of people in all parts of the Union. 

Congress would not charter a denominational theological 
school, but a charter was obtained in 1821 with the encourage- 
ment of President Monroe, erecting "The Columbian College 
in the District of Columbia” for the "sole and exclusive purpose 
of educating youth in the English, learned and foreign languages, 
the liberal arts, sciences and literature,” with power to confer 
all degrees "usually granted and conferred in colleges”; and 
with the provision that "Persons of all religious denominations 
shall be capable of being elected trustees, nor shall any person, 
either as president, professor, tutor or pupil, be refused admit- 
tance into said college or denied any privileges, immunities or 
advantages thereof for, or on account of, his sentiments in mat- 
ters of religion. That liberal section was repealed in 1898, but 
was re-enacted in the present year. 

A lot on College Hill, afterwards called Colombia Heights, 
comprising 46 1-2 acres, from Florida Avenue North to Columbia 
Road, between 1 4th and 1 5th Streets, was purchased for $7,000 
contributed by many citizens of Washington, among whom were 
John Quincy Adams, William H. Crawford and John C, Calhoun, 
members of President Monroe’s cabinet, and thirty-two mem- 
bers of Congress. The site is commemorated in the names of 
the streets in that block — University, Euclid, Welling, Hunt- 
ingdon Places, Staughton, Chapin, Binney, Bacon Streets, and 
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Columbia Road. A college building was completed in 1822 on 
the present site of Mr. Justice Harlan's home, at a cost of $35,000. 
Plans were at once made for opening Theological, Classical, 
Preparatory, Medical, Law and Philosophical Departments, 
which were all started during the next five years. There were 
between thirty and forty colleges in the country at that time. 

Two professors were sent abroad to gather funds, books and 
ideas for the College. They visited the principal universities 
in England, Scotland, Germany, Francs, Switzerland and Italy. 
Many Englishmen coiitribut^’d to the funds, including the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, the Bishop of Durham, Lord Ashburton, 
William Wilberforce, Sir James Mackintosh, Rev. Rowland Hill, 
Dr. Edward Biefcersteth, Dr. Adam Clarke, and Hannah More, 
the authoress. 

The College was formally opened January 9th, 1822, for 
classical and theological studies, with Rev, William Staughton, 
D. D,, as President, and thirty-nine students in attendance. 

At the first commencement of the College, held on December 
15th, 1824, three men were graduated, and there were present 
at the exercises the President of the United States, the Secre- 
taries of State, War, and Navy, leading members from both 
houses of Congress, and General LaFayette. 

The College was two miles from the city, which then had 
about 40,000 inhabitants, and the students were kept under 
the strict surveillance of the Faculty. In the laws of 1824, those 
parents who wished their sons to attend church rather than 
chapel on Sunday arc recommended to place them in the care 
of some professor, so that the day may not be "transformed 
into a season of folly and crime." "It is anxiously recommend- 
ed that visits to the city be requested as rarely as possible." 
No student should without permission be absent from his room 
after nine o'clock at night during the winter season, nor after 
ten during the fall and spring months. " Any member of the 
Faculty may enter the room of any student at pleasure, and 
some member of the Faculty shall visit the room of each student 
at least once a day in study hours and as much oftener as shall 
be deemed expedient." "The Trustees cannot abstain from 
expressing their strong and deep conviction of the impropriety 
of much pocket money being allowed to students." "Ten dol- 
lars a year is quite as much as ought in any case to be allowed 
for pocket money." "All the proper College charges, * * 
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including tuition, library, board, fuel, bed, and bedding, room 
rent, steward's salary, servants, shoe blacking, etc., do not or- 
dinarily exceed two hundred dollars," Table board at the Col- 
lege was $15 for the first term and $10 for the second. The 
students, early in 1825, numbered 150, from 21 of the 24 States, 
and one Territory besides the District of Columbia, which in- 
dicates the wide territory covered by the institution from the 
first. At present there are 1403 students, from every State in 
the Union, four territorial units, besides the District of Colombia, 
and eight foreign countries. 

The Theological Department seems never to have been 
other than a part of the regular collegiate course. Some differ- 
ence of opinion soon arose as to the relative importance of theo- 
logical and classical studies. At the same time the finances of 
the College were not able to keep pace with the projects under- 
taken, and as there was no permanent endowment and some 
mismanagement, the institution was unable to meet its demands, 
and the Faculty resigned in a body in the .spring of 1827, after 
the graduation of three classes. When all others fainted, 
however, there was one, Mr. Rice, who more than any other had 
the work which he had founded at heart, and through his un- 
tiring efforts the College was again placed upon its feet. Before 
his death in 1836, he had procured about $150,000 for the Col- 
lege, from almost every State in the Union. From that time 
to 1361 John Whithers of Virginia made various gifts amounting 
to about $70,000, and after the War, op to 1888, Mr. W. W. Cor- 
coran was the principal contribu- 
tor. John Quincy Adams was 
one of the earliest benefactors ; 
and during President Jackson's 
first term Congress appropriated 
lots worth $25,000 for the benefit of 
the College, and a like amount to 
Georgetown. This is the only 
appropriation ever made by the 
Government to the institution. 

The presidency was filled in 
turn by the Rev. Stephen Chapin, 

D. D., 1828-41, who redeemed it 
from the debt and suspicion which 
had caused the break in 1827; by 
the Rev. Joel S. Bacon, D. D., w. curcoian. 
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IS43-54» who started an endow- 
ment fund; the Rev. Joseph G. 
Binney, D. D., 1855-58; and the 
Rev. George W. Samson, D. D., 
1859-71, who carried it through the 
Civil War. At the opening of that 
conflict the attendance was larger 
than it had ever been before, but 
scon most of the students left to 
take part on the one side or the 
other, and the College buildings 
were occupied by the Government 
for hospital purposes, though the 
College exercises were not sus- 
jiuiics c. weiiitiff. pended. 

In 1 87 1 James C. Welling, 
LL, D„ was chosen President, and the Trustees were made self- 
perpetuating. In 1873 the name was changed to '* The Columbian 
University,” and the Trustees resolved to establish a School of 
Science. In 1879 it was decided to move all departments of 
the University into the heart of the city, and in 1884 the pres- 
ent building at the corner of 15th and H streets was occupied 
by the Classical and Law Departments and the Corcoran 
Scientific School just founded. In 1894 President Welling 
died, and the Rev. Samuel H. Green, D. D., a member of 
the Board of Trustees, acted as President iirnlt Dijmrv until 
the next year, when the Rev. Benaiah L. Whitman, D. D., 
was elected to the office. In 1898 the School of Comparative 
Jurisprudence and Diplomacy was established, John D. Rocke- 
feller giving $25,000 for the purpose. In 1900 President Whit- 
man resigned, and Dr. Green again acted as President until 1902, 
when Charles W. Needham. LL, D., formerly a successful lawyer 
of Chicago and member of the Board of Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, was chosen President. 

Since entering upon his office President Needham has effect- 
ed a reorganization of the University, by which the College, 
the Corcoran Scientific School and the School of Graduate 
Studies are merged in the Department of Arts and Sciences. 
The undergraduate course for the degree may be completed in 
three years of 20 hours instead of four years of 15 hours. Also 
students who intend to continue in the professional schools may 
save a further year by taking ten hours of their week's schedule 
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in professional studies. In 1903 Van Ness Park, comprising 
about five acres at the southwest corner of C and 1 7th Streets, 
S. W. was purchased by the University, and it is planned to pay 
for this lot and to erect the proposed Corcoran Building by the 
sale of the buildings at the corner of 15th and H Streets and the 
Columbian Building on 5th Street. 

The Medical School was started in 1825 and continued its 
sessions through 1825-9 when the Classical Department was 
abandoned; but from 1835-39 it was interrupted for some reason 
not now known, and during the War tor three years there were 
no regular sessions. It is the oldest medical school in the Dis- 
trict, and the seventeenth in the country. It has been located 
at various times in different parts of the city. Up to 1835 in 
a building rented by the Faculty, the location of which is not 
known; after 1839 for five years on Louisiana Avenue opposite 
the City Hall, then in the Washington Infirmary on Judiciary 
Square until 1861, when that building was burned; then for two 
years in the “Constitution Office on E Street, and from 1865-67 
in a church structure on Fifth Street afterwards the Columbian 
Law Building. In 1867 the School moved into the building on 
H Street given by Mr. Corcoran for the purpose, which had for- 
merly been the Corcoran Art Gallery and had been used during 
the War as an army medical museum. In 1902 that building 
gave way to the new one now in use. In 1898 the neighboring 
building formerly occupied by the Preparatory School from 
1882 until 1897, when that school was abandoned, was fitted 
up as a hospital for the University, and in 1902 the present hos- 
pital building was added. When the School began, a two years' 
course was given until 1879, when it was changed to three, and 
in 1893 to four years. In 1884 a resolution was adopted after 
much opposition, admitting women to the School, but in 1892 
it was repealed. 

In 1887 the Medical Faculty borrowed money from the 
University to establish a Dental Department and add a third 
story to the building for its use. A three years' dental course 
was arranged in conjunction with the Medical School, which was 
changed in 1903 to four years. Women were admitted from the 
first, though only two graduated prior to 1892, when they were 
excluded from this as well as the Medical School. 

The Law School was first organized in February 1826, and 
the Hon, William Cranch, Chief Justice of the Circuit Court of 
the United States 3 -Jid Reporter to the Supreme Court, and the 






Hon. W. T. Carroll were appointed professors. The School was 
involved in the fmarxcial difficulties of 1^27 and was abandoned 
until 1865, when it was again resumed in the Columbian Law 
Building on Fifth Street on the site of the present Columbian 
Building, where it remained until 1834. Counting from its re- 
establishment it is the oldest law school in Washington, and it 
was the first school in the country to establish a graduate course 
leading to the degree of Master of Laws. Its success has been 
marked from the beginning, and its students now number more 
than those of any other department of the University. Its 
graduates are found in every State of the Union and many 
foreign countries. 

Some years before his death President Welling had evolved 
the scheme of a school of comparative jurisprudence as an adj onct 
of the Law School. This idea was supplemented by Dr. Needham, 
then a member of the Board of Trustees, with the idea of a school 
of diplomacy, and in 1898 the School of Comparative Juris- 
prudence and Diplomacy was established, being the only one 
of its kind in the world outside of Paris. Dr. Needham was 
made Dean of this and the Law School, and the Law course was 
extended from two to three years. In 1899 the present Law 
Building on H Street was erected and the Schools of Law in- 
stalled in their present home. Since 1902 the sessions have been 
held in the afternoon instead of the evening. 

Owing to their happy situation at the national capital the 
Schools of Law are able to secure the services on their teaching 
staffs of many eminent men engaged in the Executive and Ju- 
dicial Departments of the Government. In the faculties past 
and present are found such names as the Hon. William Cranch, 
Francis Wharton the legal writer, Mr. Justice Harlan, Mr. Jus- 
tice Brewer, Hon. Caleb Cushing, George Ticknor Curtis, Hon, 
John W. Foster, Hon. Hannis Taylor, and many others of nat- 
ional reputation. 

The Scientific Department was organized in 1884 and named 
the Corcoran Scientific School in honor of the trustee who was 
then so liberally contributing toward the various departments 
of the University. The sessions were held in the main building 
from six to ten p. m. Women were admitted to its courses from 
the beginning, and in 1890 after much discussion they were ad- 
rnitted to the collegiate department as well. In 1902 the Scien- 
tific School was incorporated in the Department of Arts and 
Sciences, and all sessions are now held before six p. m,

»HE most difficult of all arts is prophecy. 
The Delphian oracle, the Pythian oracle, 
and all the other gold-brick schemes of 
ancient times found it so; and had it not 
been for the amazing credulity of their 
patrons, they would have been obliged to 
go out of business long before they did. 
Again, Napoleon could not fore-see St. 
Helena. Lexington and Bunker Hill brought up with a 
round turn the braggart predictions of King George, the 
Parliament, and the British Generals. In our own day the 
United States Weather Bureau has frequent and various troubles 
of its own which often periclitate its reputation; while the most 
astute of the denizens of Walt Street not infrequently has a fall. 
And so, to attempt a prophecy for the future of an individual, 
or of an institution, is by no means the easy task that a casual 
observer might consider it to be:~-a prophecy, that is, which 
shall be based upon a course of sound logical reasoning and 
which shall therefore have some small chance of ever being 
a reality. What have we to base our predictions on? Only 
the man’s past and the promises which that may have seemed 
to make for the future. But this is by no means a sure founda- 
tion; for how many men in middle life are fulfilling the expec- 
tations of the friends of their youth? How many of the prom- 
ises of doing great things in the world, which they seemed to 
make during their college days, are ever redeemed in later years? 
Emerson answers the query when he says; — We see young men 
who owe us a new world, so readily and lavishly they promise, 
but they never acquit the debt; they die young and dodge the 
account: or if they live, they lose themselves in the crowd.” 
Truly indeed, all this at times seems enough to make our happy 
optimists recidivate. 

And then who of us in such a case (if he have any personal 
interest in the matter) can entirely blot out, even for the time 
being, his own individuality, and become a mere mathematical 
machine calculating with exactitude the influence of this or that 
factor upon the development of the man or of the institution? 
Such a thing is impossible. Our picture will inevitably be 
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colored by the personal desires and hopes which we cherish in 
regard to the stibject of o«r predictions; and this most be pecu- 
liarly true when that subject is any educational institution and 
when the students of that institution become the forecasters of 
its future. And so let us now acknowledge, once and for all, 
that our system of horoscopy is not one of occult divination, 
nor docs it depend upon that ignoble consummation of the 
science of Algebra, — the Theory of Chances; it is rather the ex- 
pression of what we hope and desire to see in the Columbian 
University of the future, when the plans of campaign as out- 
lined by the President and his council shall have been brought 
to complete fruition. For it is in these plans that we find not 
only the ultimate basis for our hopes, but also the set of pre- 
mises from which we must argue if we would see what this uni- 
versity logically can become within the next few years. 

The university as a whole, its alumni, trustees, faculties, 
and students, feel that in Dr. Needham a leader has been found, 
who, combining the qualities of the distinguished scholar with 
those of the practical man of affairs, can most successfully guide 
this, by no means small, enterprise to its full completion. The 
enthusiastic interest in the welfare of the institution that has 
been aroused among so many of its formerly lukewarm adherents, 
the numerous pledges of support, the bringing of the name of 
Columbian prominently before the public, the setting on foot 
of sound and conservative plans for development, the revival 
of athletic activity, — all these go to make op a composite tribute 
to the energy, 
ability, breadth of 
view, and person- 
ality of one man 
— the President. 

During his admin- 
istration there has 
been instilled into 
the university au- 
thorities a spirit of 
initiative and the 
courage to branch 
out, a thing which 
formerly they hesi- 
tated to do, fear- 
ing that the out- 
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come of the enterprise might not be successful. But Dr. 
Needham knows that “our doubts arc traitors, and make 
us lose the good we oft might win, by fearing to attempt. 
Tc his support there will certainly rally all those who earnestly 
desire to see this university take its rightful place in the rank 
and file of American universities and colleges. 

The new buildings which are to be erected on the land re- 
cently acquired at the corner of Seventeenth Street and Virginia 
Avenue, and which will comprise buildings of administration, 
lecture halls and laboratories, a gymnasium, and dormitories 
for students, will supply a want that has been too long disre- 
garded. They will make possible a genuine college life for under- 
graduates. That this is a sine qua non in the development of 
any really strong and lasting college spirit is a fact well recog- 
nized by both faculties and students of all institutions where the 
system is in existence today. The intimate association into 
which men, living together in dormitories and engaged in the 
same lines of work, are brought every day makes of the student 
body a far more unified and coherent mass than it can possibly 
become under any other system. This is speaking, of course, 
of the distinctively undergraduate portion of the student -body, — 
that portion which is ordinarily the nucleus of the whole univer- 
sity and which furnishes practically all the enthusiasm and sup- 
port for the various features that go to make op the entire univer- 
sity life. While this is the ordinary condition of affairs at such 
institutions as Harvard, Yale, and Princeton, at Columbian, 
on the other hand, the exact reverse has for many years obtained, 
and all athletic and musical organizations, as well as the debates, 
have been obliged to look to the professional schools for their 
principal support, Wc expect, as the years go by, to see all 
this changed, with the management of all purely student en- 
terprises in the hands of the undergraduates, who will thus be 
bound together by the ties of common interests into a homo- 
geneous body, from which there must come in the future a 
stronger and far more loyal band of alumni than Columbian has 
ever been able to boast in the past. We may safely predict that 
our athletic teams will then be worthy foemen of those represent- 
ing the foremost colleges of the country, and that our glee clubs, 
dramatic clubs, and other organizations of like character will be 
able to attract large and critical audiences both in this and in 
other cities where they may appear. 

It has often been said that Washington ought to be, and is 
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bound to become, the great educational centre of our country. 
The reasonableness of the first part of this proposition cannot 
be denied, for certainly no city has a greater inherent right to 
take the lead in all things which look to higher standards of cul- 
ture and education than the capital of a nation. As to the pre- 
diction contained in the above proposition no one can, of course, 
speak with absolute assurance at the present time regarding 
either its fulfillment or its non-fulfillment. But it is safe to say 
that, if such ever comes to pass, Columbian University will be 
not the least of the factors that will have contributed to make 
Washington the hub of the educational universe. 

The suggestion has recently been made that the American 
University, the National University, and Columbian should com- 
bine for the purpose of forming one distinctively national uni- 
versity. This suggestion has been very favorably received by 
many persons who desire to see a really great educational insti- 
tution located here in Washington, and the plan certainly has 
many advantages to offer. In the first place, three national 
universities are out of the question. Such competition as must 
result will of necessity seriously impair the usefulness of each; 
while a combination of the three, with a harmonious adjustment 
of the courses of study in all departments, would undoubtedly 
attract large numbers of students from all over the country. Such 
an institution could, we believe, do a great work along the lines 
of post-graduate study and original research, and do it in such 
a way as to strengthen very materially the undergraduate de- 
partment. Then, too, this composite institution could un- 
doubtedly obtain what no one of the three now receives, — finan- 
cial aid from Congress. This, it is unnecessary to remark, is 
a factor of prime importance. In any amalgamation of this 
sort Columbian will unavoidably be the nucleus about which 
the whole organization will center. For while the American 
University has two or three buildings, no students and no teach- 
ing force, and the National University has no undergraduate 
department and no medical department, we, on the other hand, 
are a university of long standing, having a full complement of 
buildings, a faculty of nearly two hundred, and students to the 
number of over fourteen hundred, registered in all the depart- 
ments that logically comprise a university, in the common ac- 
ceptation of the term. It is therefore difficult to see how any 
arrangement that did not preserve our organization almost in 
tact could reasonably be proposed. 
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The position of Colombian University in the ecfocational 
world has for many years been unique. It has offered to young 
men, dependent upon their own exertions for a livelihood and 
employed by the United States Government here in Washington, 
something which they could never have obtained without its 
help, — that is, the higher and professional education. This it 
has done by opening to such men courses of instruction in which 
lectures arc given after the office hours of the government em- 
ployees are over for the day. The records of many of these men 
if we consider how severe have been their handicaps both in time 
and money, have been, indeed, remarkable. To many of them 
great success in the outside world has come as a result of the 
training received at this institution. In all this, Columbian has 
fulfilled what we believe to be a very noble mission. That it 
should continue so to do we believe to be a bounded duty. We 
earnestly hope to sec the time when largely attended day courses 
of the highest excellence shall be given in every department; 
but we hope just as earnestly never to see the time, so long at 
least as energy and ambition go hand in hand with youth, when, 
through the abolition of night courses, the door of opportunity 
shall be shut in the face of the man of limited means, who is 
desirous of reaching a higher plane of culture and education, and 
of increasing his powers for usefulness and for service to his fel- 
low-man. 

Columbian University can have no higher function than to 
make of its students good citizens of the Republic, — citizens of 
honesty and honor, who shall look upon the suffrage as a price- 
less heritage, with a value far beyond the power of dollars and 
cents to measure; citizens who shall consider a public office as 
a public trust and who shall scorn to use that trust for purposes 
of personal gain; citizens who shall ever stand unflinchingly for 
justice and right under all circumstances and against all pressure. 
May every Columbian man be another Folk, a fierce and fearless 
fighter of corruption and iniquity in every form throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. And above all, may the time 
never come when it shall be possible to utter in the same room 
the nam? of an alumnus of this institution and that unsightly, 
evil-intentioned, and most tiresome word, — graft.’* But only 
Columbian men? No, — men of all colleges must unite against 
the grafters, the bribe-givers, and the bribe-takers, whether 
they be United States Senators or officials of the Post-Office 
Department. Men of education everywhere must oppose all 
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those inflocnccs that tend to lower the standards of civic moral- 
ity. For if ever the educated class as a whole ceases to fight 
against and becomes infected with this disease of corruption and 
bribery, then indeed will begin the decline and fall of the Ameri- 
can Republic, and the virtues that have made us great, and have 
inspired the wonder and admiration of the whole world, will be 
known no longer among us. 

We look for a new Columbian and a greater; but we must 

C not think that new buildings alone can encompass this desired 
end. Upon alumni and students rests a heav/ responsibility. 
Through them the institution is to be known and judged. 
Through them its educational standards are to be recognized. 
Through them, as men and citizens, and through their standing 
in the community, the high ideals of patriotism and honor to 
which this university looks are to be avowed. With this thought 
always in mind, and with the knowledge ever before him that 
not only does he need the university and its teachings, but that 
the university also needs him and depends upon him, each stu- 
dent and alumnus must be inspired to higher ambitions, to more 
earnest efforts, and to greater achievements. Thus shall the 
name and fame of his Alma Mater be spread abroad throughout 
our whole country and become known of all men,

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THE ATHLETIC OUTLOOK. 



A fair prospect hi spite of an ill start. 



HE measure of a university's athletics is a 
measure of its average student. Yet Col- 
umbian consented for half a century to so 
low an athletic measure as to rank it, big 
as it is, with small colleges and strong 
academies. Year after year, a few stu- 
dents gathered together in the fall or 
spring, practising intermittantly, playing 
a convenient schedule with mighty little credit to their Alma 
od for Columbian and its student body. It was not 
a pretty sight. Fortunately it could not last. 

The revolt was due to several sources. Primarily it resulted 
from a widening appreciation of^athletics^as a university in- 
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flucncc, an increase in university and college spirit, and a strong 
desire to raise Columbian to its proper athletic rank* It 
was immediately due, however, to three freshmen— Albert, 
Maupin, and Rickets; all of the old Corcoran Scientific School. 
In their judgement the first need was an athletic association 
in which the whole institution was interested. The second 
was closely related to the first; that it was desirable to begin 
with the endorsement of the faculty. The first mass--meeting 
of the student body, looking to the establishment of the asso- 
ciation, was based on this platform and held in February 1902. 

As a result, a Constitution and By-Laws were drafted, 
patterned after those of the leading universities, and adopted 
within a few weeks after the meeting. Officers, boards, and 
managers were elected and appointed, and the movement 
was launched by which Columbian was to take the advanced 
position in athletics she now holds. 

The Football season of 1901 had not been a great success, 
‘‘Ringers” and almost anybody played without practice or 
preparation. As a consequence, the games and scores showed 
it- In spite of this the new movement was supported with 
great energy and enthusiasm. 

The tract proved too much for students who work during 
the day and go to school in the evening, so, with the exception 
of two lost relay races — one against Johns Hopkins and one in 
the University of Pennsylvania Meet — and a first prize in the 
shot-put, Columbian was not listed. 

In Base-Ball a better field was found and a well organized 
team which played some sort of a standard schudule was the 
outcome. The results, it is true, were not as satisfying as desired, 
but still it was a movement in the right direction. 

With this impetus the actual work in athletics began, and 
a Football squad came out in the Fall of 1902, ready to practice 
and to play the schedule of games as arranged by the Associa- 
tion, Lack of funds for guarantees and trips prevented some 
of the games from being played but still those which did occur 
showed the possibility for that branch of athletics at Columiban. 
Yet with this increased effort in the athletic work, a compara- 
tive decrease of interest was shown in the University Athletic 
Association. Meetings were scantily attended, interest lagged, 
and dissolution was imminent- 

The greater success of the 1902 Football team over the team 
of 1901, not only cheered things up a bit but also netted a profit.

These, with the proceeds of o«r '‘Famotis Smoker” pot the Base 
Ball team of 1903 on the field. What that team had to contend 
against and overcome is all set forth in another place. 

At this time the Athletic Association, as founded by the 
three freshmen, ceased to exist and the Board of Trustees of 
the University appointed the present Board of Directors of 
University Athletics, which thus came into life and work. To 
them is due the Base-Ball team of 1903, and the success of our 
1903 Football season, the present Athletic Association with its 
Constitution and By-Laws and the present position of Colum- 
bian in the College Athletic World. 

With such a history of spasmodic efforts toward athletic 
formation, what can be expected of Columbian in the future 
along those lines? 

A great deal! 

What with the new athletic organization and its wise and 
thoughtful provisions; the stand Columbian has taken in good 
clean athletics; an awakened faculty and student enthusiasm 
in that line; a new field; the courts, the park, the prospects of 
Greater Columbian; all this surely must help to make us progress 
as we should and rank Columbian in a few years among the hon- 
ored list in the College Athletic World. 

Hitherto, lack of fields, athletic building and apparatus, 
has barred Columbian from the fields of Basket Ball, Lacross, 
Golf, Cricket, Hockey, Tennis, Track and Rowing, but now, 
with new courts. Tennis should forge ahead, the use of the row- 
ing machines should pull a crew into the water, and the new 
fields and buildings, should make all the other sports before un- 
known and unspoken of at Columbian not only possible but 
actual. 

Columbian's day has come! Let all help to make it the 
sticcess it should be.

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A SEASON’S BASE BALL SUCCESS. 



HE base-ball outlook for 1903 was not promis- 
ing. With little or no funds on hand, most 
of the experienced men of the 1902 team were 
missing, and no apparent interest from the 
student body, the management and the 
loyal supporters of the game were forced 
to question seriously the outcome of tlie sea- 
son’s work. 

Early in the Spring of 1903, the Board of Directors of Uni- 
versity Athletics noticed the trend affairs were taking, and im- 
mediately took charge, conceived and carried out “ The Smoker, " 
and began to boom Base-Ball. The funds resulting from this 
scheme eliminated the financial difficulties whicli were at first 
so discouraging, and the awakened student entlmsiasm did 
away with the second short-coming. 

The question then was — "How about the Team?" 

At the call, a fair sized squad appeared and a liard-working, 
sport-loving, loyal squad it proved to be. How many with no 
regular park at their service would have practised one evening 
at Van Ness Park, the next at the old base-ball grounds on 
Seventh Street, and if in luck, back to the Van Ness grounds 
the next evening, but if otherwise, "back to the woods"? Not 
many, and those who would not have objected to the change oi 
grounds would certainly have refused to carry their parapher- 
nalia with them on each move. But this the squad did. 

It was not until well towards the end of the season that the 
services of Mr. Barr as coach could be had. Tlie improvement 
due to his efforts was immediately manifest. 

What was the result? 

The first game was as complete a victory as one could wish 
to see, and Johns Hopkins was sent home with a better idea of 
Columbian's athletics than its men may have had before. A 
little ragged work and a lack of ability at the stick gave Brown 
the second game, St. Johns proved easy and M. A, C. was not 
even counted in the running. Yet, with Service home, "hitting 
an examination, " and some of the others away — together with 
the fact that they were accustomed to playing on their own hill 
side — M. A. C. had an easy victory, Gallaudet took the next 
for much the same reason. Then Fulcher was prevented from 
going to Annapolis with the team and Bielaski lui.l to go into 
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the box, and the infield was broken up to such an extent, that 
the Navy boys had little trouble in winning their game. 

But it was the Georgetown game, lost though it was, which 
pleased us most. How many expected Columbian to score at 
all, much less to hold the defeatcrs of Yale, Princeton, Harvard, 
and others, down to a score of 3 — 2, with a very fair chance of 
winning in the last inning? Not many, and if for no other reason 
than that here they showed their ability to play good snappy 
ball, the 1903 Team was a great success. 

The Georgetown game was followed by another defeat 
from the Maryland Athletic Club of Baltimore. Two easy games 
from the Gallaudet Team ended the season most agreeatly.

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THE FOOT BALL SEASON OF 1903. 



HEN the Football season of 1903 opened, there 
were bot a few men from Columbian on Univer- 
sity Field, poorly equipped and for the most 
part inexperienced. They practiced two or three 
hours each day punting and falling on the ball 
with determined energy and in pathetic solitude. 
Before the season closed, it saw a well trained, 
well provided team, escorted through the streets 
by a howling mob of University students, whose 
wild enthusiasm for Columbian, defeat could 
not lower and victory could scarcely have heightened. In 
memory of such a season we write the word SUCCESS. 

Undoubtedly the greatest benefit to a University from its 
athletics is the enthusiastic and loyal devotion of the student 
body to its Alma Mater, inspired by contests with rival institu- 
tions on the field of sports. From this point of view the past 
football season was pre-eminently successful. The hard, earnest 
work of the team, its plucky lights against great odds, no less 
than the victories won, called forth a spirit new in the history 
of Columbian; a spirit which pervaded and united the different 
colleges and drew together the varied interests into which the 
fife of a great university is divided. 

It is not our desire nor purpose to portion with careful 
measure the credit for the season's results among those whose 
combined endeavor produced them. We recognize Colombian's 
great obligation to the coaches whose faithful, intelligent and 
gratuitous labors overcame such difficulties as few coaches have 
to confront. We have in mind a faculty director whose presence 
upon the practice field was as constant as that of the " pig-skin' ' 
itself. Without the able work of the management, the team 
and the year could have been nothing but a failure. To the 
Captain who ably and conscientiously led the team, taking op 
the difficult and trying duties of his position in mid-season, 
no small share of credit is due. And what shall be said of the 
team itself, which worked and sacrificed, not only for the present 
season, but for the future to obtian the best results possible with 
the purpose to prepare the way for greater teams which shall 
follow it? Last, but no less heartily, we acknowledge our debt 
to the "man who didn't make the team," who never won cheers
